Mr. Randall professes himself in favor of 
is no protection at all. It is uncertain in 
its operation, and uncertainty means do- 
pression^of business and in many c.ises 
ruin.

THE MOTHEB OP MEN. 


Some one, who had noticed the influence 


of wives in promoting the good or evil 
fortunes of their husbands, said : "A man 
must ask his wife's leave to be rich." 
We doubt not that similar observation of 
the influence of mothers upon their sons 
would justify the remark : "A man must 
ask his mother's leave to be great." 
Years ago, a family of four—a father, a 
mother, and two sops—dwelt in a small 
house situated in the roughest locality of 
the rocky town of Ashford, Connecticut. 
The fainilv was very poor. A few acres 
of stony laud, a dozen sheep and one cow 
supported them.

Corn bread, milk, and bean por- 
ridge was their fare.

Qnc<j, in the dead of winter, one of the 
uoys required a new suit of clothes. 
There was neither money nor wool on 
hand. The mother sheared the half-grown 
fleece from the sheep, and in one week 
the suit was on the boy. The shorn sheep 
was protected from the cold by a garment 
made of braided straw. The family lived 
four miles from the "meeting house."

which we visited in our rainblirigs across 
the country east of Salem. 


The prairie lands are mostly level, 


very productive and easily cultivated. 
The timber lands are covered with an un- 
dergrowth of pine and oak brush, and 
over much of the timbered section a 
growth of heavy fir timber is found which 
to remove requires considerable expense 
and labor. We find some fine farms 
opened in those timbered sections. 
The 


large timber is felled by boring and burn- 
ing and the immense trunks are divided 
into sections in the same manner and 
then piled and burned. The grubbing of 
the undergrowth is done mostly by bauds 
of Chinamen who go from pi ice to place 
taking jobs at from $5 to $15 per acre 
for simply grubbing. We are told that 
to get these heavily timbered lands in a 
good state of cultivation it will cos-t from 
$75 to $100 per acre to do so. The 
prairie lands are the most productive and 
have been in cultivation now from thirty 
to forty years. The farms are mostly 
enclosed and divided into fields by the 
use of the old fashioned worm rail fences. 
We noticed one farm with unusual high 
fences, the rails laid up over eight feet 
high. 
We inquired of a genial driver 


why this man built such an unnecessary 
high fence. 
He to!d us the owner of the 


farm said he did it to keep out preachers 
and womenT It is needless to say he is 
an old bachelor and an iron bound infidel. 
An evolutionist, possibly, that originated 
without a mother and a genius in human 
form without a soul. 


There has been one drawback to the 


prosperity of this country and that was 
the large tracts of land donated to the 
first settlers of this part of the union. It 
seems Uncle Sam thought it would require 
a good bait to get any of his children to 
come and settle up the country, so he 
a?reed to let every settler who came here 
forty or more years ago to have a mile 
square of land and as it was unsurvcyed 


like a drunken man's pathway, mid of 
course disorganizes anything like regular- 
ity in roads or lines, and as man) of those 
old settlers, or their heirs, hold on to the 
original claims undivided, it embarrasses, 
the settlement of the country and the ad- 
vantages of schools. 
Where the large 


claims have been divided and cut up into 
small farms, good communities are found 
and the country is prosperous and social 
advantages good. !n many localities, 
especially in the prairie sections, the gen- 
eral surroundings are similar to what we 
find in the old eastern states. The prin- 
cipal products are wheat, barley, oats 
hops, grass, vegetables of various kinds 
and fruit. 
As the season for putting in 


crops of small grain lasts from September 
to first of May, farmers do but littio in 
the way of hiring, as they c'in select their 
own time iu putting in their crops as the 
sjasoii s lite. Sometimes wheat is sown 
in June and pastured and let go until the 
following year and it makes a good crop. 
Both fall and spring wheat is raised. 
As 


regards fruit it is an excellent climate 
for almost all kinds raised iu the temper- 
ate zone except peaches, they do not 
usually do well here. 
The average crop 


of wheat is 20 bushels per acre, though 
fiequently crops of thirty and forty are 
raised, other crops in proportion. 
The 


price of wheat is from fifty to ninety 
cents per bushel. Considerable .I'tcntion 
is paid to the raising of pork which is 
made by the feeding of small grain, and 
to the raising of horses and cattlo, espe- 
cially is the last industry profitable in the 
foot hills of the mountain!, where pasture 
lands ate more abundant, however the 
gatheiing of the cattle ftoni the timber 
range is so difficult that it. discourages 
many from pursuing the business.. 


Returning to Salem after a ramble of 


several days over a portion of Salem 
prairie, Howcll prairie, the Waldo hills, 
(which is a good body of \vhe it land of a 
reddish nature) and through somu of the 
timber regions east of the city, we boarded 
the train for this place, which is one of 
the oldest towns in the stite, situated 
also on the Willamette river at or near 
the head of steamboat navigation. 
The 


town boasts of a population of '2,000 
souls.

DKAIII OF DIE THOM1SS. HIHIiBHIHE. 


Dr. Thomas S KirUbridc, Superinten- 


den of the Pennsylvania Hospital for the 
Insane in West Philadelphia, died at the 
institution Sunday night, aged 75 years, 
lie was born on July, 31st, 1809, near 
Morrisvillp, this 
county, his 
father, 


Joseph Kirkbride, having come to thi'i 
country from Cumber! tnd county, Eng- 
land, with \Villiani Penn 
Dr. KirUbpde 


received his collegiate education at Tren- 
ton, N. J., afterward taking his medical 
degree at the Universit) of Pennsylvania. 
In April, 1832, a month after he grad- 
uated, he was made a resident physician 
to the Friends' Asylum for the Insane, 
remaining there until Mirch, 1833, when 
he was elected a resident physician of the 
Pennsylvania Hospital. Tuo years later 
he engaged in piivate practice in Phila- 
delphia and was thus engaged until 1840, 
when he was elected, without solicitation, 
as phj sician-in-chief of the Pennsylvania 
Hospital for the Insane, which was opened 
on the 1st day of January, 1841. 
The 


institution, since Dr. KirUbiide took 
charge, has been well managed, and he 
has always enjoyed public esteem, not 
only for this, but for his own admirable 
character.

The exalted position that Mr. Blaine 


has held in thef national cowcils, his en- 
larged statesmanship and extensive ac- 
quaintance with national affairs entitle 
his proposition to a careful consideration. 


As it is an entirely new departure from 


the policy of ^he general government 
towards the several States it should not 
he adopted without a critical examination. 
Fortunately, as several years will elapse 
before there will be any surplus' revenue 
beyond what is necessary to liquidate tbe 
national debt, there wilt be ample time io 
discuss the propriety of the proposed 
policy. 


f he first .objection that presents itself 


is that of its doubtful constitutionality. 


Tho powers of Congress are limited, Ijy 


the Constitution and are defined in .the 
8th section of the first article. 
They 


were granted for' national and not for 
local purposes. 
They are for the benefit 


of the whole nation and not for the bene- 
fit of individual States. They have ref- 
erence solely to the requirements of the 
general government, and were npt given 
for tim benefit of local governments. 


There is no expression in the section 


that will indicate that the enumerated 
powers of Congress were intended to al- 
low the revenues to go to the support of, 
or, to regulate in any way the internal 
affairs of the separate States, except to 
repel invasion'or supjrress insurrection. 


TliBj great feat; of the trainers of the 


Constitution was centralization, and hence 
the convention that framed the Constitu-' 
tiou was careful to designate with pre- 
cision tue powers yf Congress, leaving all 
other powers to the States or the people. 
The members of that body were jeqlous 
of the rights of the States they fepre- 
reseuted, and to preserve those rights 
SLd to prevent the general Government 
from exercising an undue influence over 
them, they were careful to limit and de- 
fine the powers of Congress, bence the 
Supreme Court has held that 'the action 
of the Government must be strictly con- 
fined t° al1 exercise of the enumerated 
powers and to the enactment of such laws 
only as may be necessary and proper to 
carry those powers into effect. 


Tliere does not appear to be any au- 


thority given directly or indirectly in the 
section mentioned, authorizing Congress 
to raise moneyTfroai one class of men for 
the purpose of giving it to another class, 
nor to raise money from the people to aid 
the States to maintain their local govef n- 
ment. The duty of their own mainte- 
nance, in peace, is left to the States 
themselves. 


Tbe raising of revenue by Congress is, 


amongst other things for ths purpose of 
Creating and providing for an army and 
navy, establishing post offices and post 


tint promises most will receive the most 
votes. The corruption of the Romans— 
tbe debauchment of the voters, the venal- 
ity of ejections—commenced with the 
Tribunitial distribution of corn out of 
public granaries; it advanced to the 
spoils of foreign nations brought home to 
Rome by victorious generals and divided 
out among the people; it ended in bring- 
ing the spoils of the country into the can- 
vass for the consulship, and in putting up 
the diadem of empire itself to be knocked 
down to tbe hammer of the auctioneer." 


It was under the demoralization of Che 


people at above described that the preto- 
rian jiurds sold to Didius Julianus, at 
public auction, the government of Rome. 


It will be well for us to heed the voices 


of those great leaders of opposite political 
parties speaking from the lomb and warn- 
ing us against tbe danger of demoralizing 
the people of tbe States by national boun- 
ties. 


Tbe temptation to tbe States to grasp 


the public moneys and to gel rid of the 
bu.dens of local taxation by subsidies 
drawn from the National Treasury is a 
fearful one, but national morality requires

that Lt should be resisted ; if yielded to 
tbe States dependent on the national 
bounty will bo Hulo better than political 
mendicants, and will lose their indepen- 
dence. 


There are other and better ways of in- 


vesting the surplus revenues, and whilst 
$1,300,000,000 of the national bebt re- 
mains unpaid, ordinary prudence would 
dictate tint our obligations should be paid 
before we give away to tbe States tbe 
money raised by the people. 


To be just before we are generous is a 


maxim as applicable to nations as to men, 
and whilst a public creditor remains un- 
satisfied, national honor demands that be 
should be paid before the funds applica- 
ble to his claims should be bestowed in 
largesses on the people of the several 
States.

As the public moneys were then io tbe 


bands of certain bauks as deposits, it was 
concluded that a similar arrangement 
with the States would be equally unobjec- 
tionable, and Congress provided for such 
deposits with tbe States, taking from the 
Slate authorities certificates that the de- 
posits were to be subject to the call of 
the Secretary of the Treasury when he 
might need the funds for national uses. 


Mr. Bhine's proposition is radically 


different, for whilst under the net of 
1836 tbe faith of the States was pledged 
to return the deposits when demanded, 
under Mr. Blame's policy the revenues 
from liquors are to be irrevocably given 
to the States. 


I think it will be difficult to find any 


warrant in the Constitution to authorize 
such an extraordinary donation of $86,- 
000,000 a vear. 


In addition to the doubtful constitu- 


tionality of such a measure, tliere is an 
equally serious objection in tbe tendency 
to promote national demorahzition.

to promote and continue pauperism. So 
long as mendicants are led and clothed 
by charily they will remain uiundicants. 
Most men are averse to labor and whilst 
they can be maintained at the expense of 
others they n ill not maintain themselves 
States are but aggregations of men, and 
uhen they conie to be fed on the national 
bounty they will soon become hangerson 
at the Treasury and perpetual solicitors 
of national alms 


When Caius Giacchus introduced tbe 


practice of giving grain and other food to 
the populace of Home, and entertained 
them with sports and spectacles at tl)e 
public expense, he commenced a system 
that demoralized the masses and event- 
ually destroyed the Roman Republic. 
When the proposition to deposit the sur- 
plus revenues with'the States was before 
Congress in 1836 it was denounced by 
some of the most eminent men in Con- 
gress. Webster slid of it, "There would 
be insuperable objections in my opinion 
to a.sqttled practice of distributing revenue 
among the States. It would be a strange 
operation of things, and its effect on our 
government might well be feared. I cannot 
reconcile myself to the spectacle of the 
States receiving 
their 
revenues, the 


means of supporting their own govern- 
ments, from the Treasury of the United 
States."
